ACCOUNT 


OF  THE 

Pennsylvania  HOSPITAL. 


ABOUT  the  End  of  the  Year  1750,  fome  Perfons,  who  had  frequent 
Opportunities  of  obferving  the  Diftrefs  of  fuch  diftemper’d  Poor  as  from 
Time  to  Time  came  to  Philadelphia ,  for  the  Advice  and  Affiftance  of  the 
Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  that  City  ;  how  difficult  it  was  for  them  to 
procure  fuitable  Lodgings,  and  other  Conveniences  proper  for  their  refpeddve  Cafes, 
and  how  expenfive  the  Providing  good  and  careful  Nurfes,  and  other  Attendants,  for 
want  whereof,  many  muft  fuffer  greatly,  and  fome  probably  periffi,  that  might 
otherwife  have  been  reftored  to  Health  and  Comfort,  and  become  ufeful  to  them- 
felves,  their  Families,  and  the  Publick,  for  many  Years  after;  and  confidering  more¬ 
over,  that  even  the  poor  Inhabitants  of  this  City,  tho’  they  had  Homes,  yet  were 
therein  but  badly  accommodated  in  Sicknefs,  and  could  not  be  fo  well  and  fo  eafily 
taken  Care  of  in  their  feparate  Habitations,  as  they  might  be  in  one  convenient 
Houfe,  under  one  Infpeddon,  and  in  the  Hands  of  fkilful  Pradritioners  *,  and  feveral 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Province,  who  unhappily  became  diforder’d  in  their  Senfes, 
wander’d  about,  to  the  Terror  of  their  Neighbours,  there  being  no  Place  (except  the 
Houfe  of  Corredion)  in  which  they  might  be  confined,  and  fubjedied  to  proper 
Management  for  their  Recovery,  and  that  Houfe  was  by  no  Means  fitted  for  fuch 
Purpofes  ;  did  charitably  confult  together,  and  confer  with  their  Friends  and  Ac¬ 
quaintances,  on  the  bell  Means  of  relieving  the  Diftreffed,  under  thofe  Circum- 
ftances;  and  an  Infirmary,  or  Hofpital,  in  the  Manner  of  feveral  lately  eftabliffied 
in  Great-Britain ,  being  propofed,  was  fo  generally  approved,  that  there  was  Reafon 
to  exped:  a  confiderable  Subfcription  from  the  Inhabitants  of  this  City,  towards  the 
Support  of  fuch  an  Hofpital  •,  but  the  Expence  of  erediing  a  Building  fufficiently 
large  and  commodious  for  the  Purpofe,  it  was  thought  would  be  too  heavy,  unlefs 
the  Subfcription  could  be  made  general  through  the  Province,  and  fome  Affiftance 
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could  be  obtained  from  the  Aflembly  *,  the  following  Petition  was  therefore  drawn, 

and  prefented  to  the  Houfe  on  the  23d  of  January ,  1750-51,

To  the  Honourable  Houfe  of  Representatives  of  the  Province  0]  Pennfylvania, 
The  Petition  of  fundry  Inhabitants  of  the  faid  Province . 

Humbly  Jheweth , 

4  HP  H  A  T  with  the  Numbers  of  People  the  Number  of  Lunaticks,  or  Per- 
4  X  tons  diftemper’d  in  Mind,  and  deprived  of  their  rational  Faculties,  hath 
4  greatly  encreafed  in  this  Province. 

4  That  fome  of  them  going  at  large,  are  a  Terror  to  their  Neighbours,  who  are 
c  daily  apprehenfive  of  the  Violences  they  may  commit  ^  and  others  are  continually 
4  wafting  their  Subftance,  to  the  great  Injury  of  themfelves  and  Families,  ill  difpofed 
4  Perfons  wickedly  taking  Advantage  of  their  unhappy  Condition,  and  drawing  them 
4  into  unreafonable  Bargains,  £7 V. 

4  That  few  or  none  of  them  are  fo  fenfible  of  their  Condition  as  to  fubmit  volun- 
4  tarily  to  the  Treatment  their  refpedtive  Cafes  require,  and  therefore  continue  in  the 
4  fame  deplorable  State  during  their  Lives  j  whereas  it  has  been  found,  by  the  Ex- 
4  perience  of  many  Years,  that  above  two  Thirds  of  the  mad  People  received  into 
4  Bethlehem  Hofpital,  and  there  treated  properly,  have  been  perfectly  cured. 

4  Y  o  u  r  Petitioners  beg  Leave  farther  to  reprefent,  that  tho’  the  good  Laws  of 
4  this  Province  have  made  many  compaffionate  and  charitable  Provifions  for  the  Re- 
4  lief  of  the  Poor,  yet  fomething  farther  feems  wanting  in  Favour  of  fuch  whole 
4  Poverty  is  made  more  miferable  by  the  additional  Weight  of  a  grievous  Difeafe, 
4  from  which  they  might  eafily  be  relieved,  if  they  were  not  fituated  at  too  great  a 
4  Diftance  from  regular  Advice  and  Affiftance,  whereby  many  languifh  out  their 
4  Lives,  tortur’d  perhaps  with  the  Stone,  devour’d  by  the  Cancer,  depriv’d  of  Sight 
4  by  Cataracts,  or  gradually  decaying  by  loathfome  Diftempers  ;  who,  if  the  Ex- 
4  pence  in  the  prelent  Manner  of  nurfing  and  attending  them  feparately  when  they 
4  come  to  Town,  were  not  fo  difcouraging,  might  again,  by  the  judicious  Affiftance 
4  of  Phyfick  and  Surgery,  be  enabled  to  tafte  the  Bleffings  of  Health,  and  be  made 
4  in  a  few  Weeks  ufeful  Members  of  the  Community,  able  to  provide  for  themfelves 
4  and  Families. 

‘The  kind  Care  our  Afiemblies  have  heretofore  taken  for  the  Relief  of  Tick  and 
4  diftemper’d  Strangers,  by  providing  a  Place  for  their  Reception  and  Accommoda- 
4  tion,  leaves  us  no  Room  to  doubt  their  ffiewing  an  equal  tender  Concern  for  the 
4  Inhabitants.  And  we  hope  they  will  be  of  Opinion  with  us,  that  a  fmall  Provincial 
4  Hofpital,  ereCted  and  put  under  proper  Regulations,  in  the  Care  of  Perfons  to  be 
4  appointed  by  this  Houfe,  or  otherwife,  as  they  ffiall  think  meet,  with  Power  to  re- 
4  ceive  and  apply  the  charitable  Benefactions  of  good  People  towards  enlarging  and 
4  lupporting  the  fame,  and  lome  other  Provifions  in  a  Law  for  the  Purpofes  above- 
4  mentioned,  will  be  a  good  Work,  acceptable  to  GOD,  and  to  all  the  good  People 
4  they  reprefent.  * 

4  W  e  therefore  humbly  recommend  the  Premifes  to  their  ferious  Confideration.  ’ 

On 
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O  n  the  fecond  Reading  of  the  Petition,  January  29,  the  Houfe  gave  Leave  to  the 
Petitioners  to  bring  in  a  Bill,  which  was  read  the  firft  Time  on  the  firft  of  February . 
For  fome  Time  it  was  doubtful  whether  the  Bill  would  not  mifcarry,  many  of  the 
Members  not  readily  conceiving  the  Necefiity  or  Ufefulnefs  of  the  Defign  ;  and  ap¬ 
prehending  moreover,  that  the  Expence  of  paying  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  would 
eat  up  the  whole  of  any  Fund  that  could  be  reafonably  expedled  to  be  raifed  •,  but 
three  of  the  Profefiion,  viz.  Dohtors  Lloyd  Zachary ,  Thomas  Bond ,  and  Phineas  Bond , 
generoufly  offering  to  attend  the  Hofpital  gratis  for  three  Years,  and  the  other  Objec¬ 
tions  being  by  Degrees  got  over,  the  Bill,  on  the  feventh  of  the  fame  Month,  paffed 
the  Houfe,  Nemine  Contradicente ,  and  in  May  following  it  received  the  Governor’s  Af- 
fent,  and  was  ena&ed  into  a  Law,  as  follows. 

An  ACT  to  encourage  the  Efiabhjhing  of  07/  Hospital  for  the  Relief  of  the  Sick 
Poor  of  this  Province ,  and  for  the  Reception  and  Cure  of  Lunaticks . 

4  HEREAS  the  faving  and  reftoring  ufeful  and  laborious  Members  to  % 

V  V  Community,  is  a  Work,  of  publick  Service,  and  the  Relief  of  the  Sick 
4  Poor  is  not  only  an  Adi  of  Humanity,  but  a  religious  Duty  -,  and  whereas  there 
4  are  frequently,  in  many  Parts  of  this  Province,  poor  diflemper’d  Perfons,  who  lan- 
4  guifh  long  in  Pain  and  Mifery  under  various  Diforders  of  Body  and  Mind,  and 
4  being  fcattered  abroad  in  different  and  very  diflant  Habitations,  cannot  have  the 
4  Benefit  of  regular  Advice,  Attendance,  Lodging,  Diet  and  Medicines,  but  at  a 
4  great  Expence,  and  therefore  often  buffer  for  want  thereof-,  which  Inconveniency 
4  might  be  happily  removed,  by  colledting  the  Patients  into  one  common  Provincial 
4  Hofpital,  properly  difpofed  and  appointed,  where  they  may  be  comfortably  fub- 
4  filled,  and  their  Health  taken  Care  of  at  a  fmall  Charge,  and  by  the  Bleffing  of 
4  GOD  on  the  Endeavours  of  fkilful  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  their  Difeafes  may 
4  be  cured  and  removed.  And  whereas  it  is  reprefented  to  this  Affembly,  that  there 
• 4  is  a  charitable  Difpofition  in  divers  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  to  contribute  largely 
4  towards  fo  good  a  Work,  if  fuch  Contributors  might  be  incorporated  with  proper 
4  Powers  and  Privileges  for  carrying  on  and  compleating  the  fame,  and  fome  Part  of 
4  the  Publick  Money  given  and  appropriated  to  the  Providing  a  fuitable  Building  for 
4  the  Purpofes  aforefaid. 

4  Therefore,  for  the  Encouragement  of  fo  ufeful,  pious  and  charitable  a  De- 
4  fign,  we  pray  that  it  may  be  enabled,  And  be  it  enabled  by  the  Honourable  James 
4  Hamilton,  Efquire,  Lieutenant-Governor  under  the  Honourable  THOMAS 
4  PENN ,  and  RICHARD  PENN ,  Efquires,  true  and  abfolutc  Proprietaries 
4  of  the  Province  of  P ennfylvania ,  and  Counties  of  New-Caflle ,  Kent  and  Suffex ,  up- 
1  on  Delaware ,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Reprefentatives  of  the 
4  Freemen  of  the  faid  Province  in  General  Affembly  met,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 
4  fame.  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  all  Perfons,  each  of  whom  fhall 
4  have  contributed  or  fubfcribed  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  or  more,  towards  founding  an 
4  Hofpital,  for  the  Reception  and  Relief  of  Lunaticks,  and  other  diftemper’d  and 
4  Tick  Poor  within  this  Province,  or  as  many  of  them  as  fhall  think  fit  to  affemble  and 
4  meet  on  the  firft  Day  of  the  Month  called  July  next  ^  and  for  all  Perfons  who  fhall 

4  thereafter 
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c  thereafter  contribute  the  like  Sum  of  T tn  Pounds  or  more  (together  with  the  faid  firfl: 
<  Subfcrrbers)  or  fo  many  of  them  as  fhall  think  fit  to  affemble  and  meet  on  the  fecond 
«  Day  of  the  firfl  Week,  in  the  Month  called  May,  yearly  forever,  atfome  conve- 
c  nient  Place  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia ,  then  and  there  to  elect  by  Ballot,  twelve  fit 
c  and  fuitable  Perfons  of  their  own  Number  to  be  Managers  of  the  faid  Contribution 
«  and  Hofpital,  and  one  other  Perfon  to  be  Treafurer  of  the  fame,  until  the  next 
‘  Election  ;  and  farther,  to  make  fuch  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  as  fhall  appear  to 
*  them  the  faid  Contributors  met,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  to  be  good,  ufeful 
4  and  neceffary,  for  the  well  governing,  ordering  and  regulating  the  faid  Hofpital, 
4  and  for  the  Regulation  of  the  future  Elections  of  Managers,  Treafurer,  and  other 
c  neceffary  Officers  and  Miniflers  thereof,  and  for  limiting  and  appointing  their  Num- 
«  ber,  Trull,  and  Authority,  and  generally  for  the  well  ordering  all  other  Things  con- 
«  cerning  the  Government,  Eflate,  Goods,  Lands,  Revenues,  as  alfo  all  the  Bufinefs 
4  and  Affairs  of  the  faid  Hofpital  :  All  which  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  fo  to  be 
4  made  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  from  Time  to  Time  inviolably  obferved  by  all  concern’d, 
«  according  to  the  Tenor  and  Effect  of  them,  provided  they  be  not  repugnant  to 
4  the  Laws  of  England  or  this  Government,  and  are  approved  by  the  Chief 
4  Juflice,  the  Speaker  of  the  Affembly,  and  the  Attorney-General  of  this  Province 
4  for  the  Time  being,  under  their  Hands  and  Seals.  And  the  faid  Contributors  fhall 
4  be,  and  are  hereby  made  a  Body  Corporate  in  Law,  to  all  Intents  and  Pur- 
4  pofes,  and  fhall  have  perpetual  Succeffion,  and  may  fue,  or  be  fued,  plead,  or  be 
4  impleaded,  by  the  Name  of  'The  Contributors  to  the  Pennfylvania  Hofpital ,  in  all 
4  Courts  of  Judicature  within  this  Province,  and  by  that  Name,  fhall  and  may  re- 
4  ceive  and  take  any  Lands,  Tenements,  or  Hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  year- 
4  ly  Value  of  One  Thoufand  Pounds ,  of  the  Gift,  Alienation,  Bequefl,  or  Devife  of 
4  any  Perfon  or  Perfons  whomsoever ;  and  of  any  Goods  or  Chattels  whatfoever ;  and 
4  the  faid  Contributors  are  hereby  impower’d  to  have  and  ufe  one  common  Seal  in 
4  their  Affairs,  and  the  fame  at  their  Pleafure  to  change  and  alter. 

4  Provided  neverthelefs.  That  no  General  Meeting  of  the  faid  Contributors,  nor 
4  any  Perfons  acting  under  them,  fhall  employ  any  Money  or  other  Eflate,  exprefly 
4  given  or  added  to  the  Capital  Stock  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  in  any  other  Way  than 
4  by  applying  its  annual  Interefl  or  Rent  towards  the  Entertainment  and  Care  of  the 
4  fick  and  diflemper’d  Poor,  that  fhall  be  from  Time  to  Time  brought  and  placed 
4  therein,  for  the  Cure  of  their  Difeafes,  from  any  Part  of  this  Province,  without 
4  Partiality  or  Preference. 

4  A  n  d  for  the  further  Encouragement  of  this  beneficent  Undertaking,  Be  it  enact  - 
4  ed  by  the  Authority  aforefaid.  That  when  the  faid  Contributors  fhall  have  met  and 
4  chofen  their  Managers  and  Treafurer  as  aforefaid,  and  fhall  have  raifed  by  their  Con- 
4  tributions,  a  Capital  Stock  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  Value  (the  yearly  Interefl  or 
4  Rent  of  which  is  to  be  applied  to  the  Accommodating  of  the  Sick  Poor  in  the  faid 
4  Hofpital,  free  of  Charge  for  Diet,  Attendance,  Advice  and  Medicines)  and  fhall 
4  make  the  fame  appear  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Speaker  of  the  Affembly  for  the 

Time  being  •,  that  then  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Speaker  of  the  Af- 
4  fembly,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  fign  an  Order  or  Orders  on  the  Provincial 
14  Treafurer,  or  Truflees  of  the  Loan-Office,  for  the  Payment  of  Two  Thoufand 

4  Pounds , 
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*  Pounds  >  in  two  yearly  Payments,  to  the  Treafurer  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  to  be  ap- 

*  plied  to  the  Founding,  Building,  and  Furnilhing  of  the  fame. 

<  And  be  it  further  enabled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  Accounts  of  the 
€  Dilburfements  of  the  faid  Two  Thoufand  Pounds ,  fo  ordered  by  the  Speaker  of  the 

*  Affembly  aforefaid,  or  any  Part  thereof  that  fhall  be  hereafter  expended,  as  the 

*  Cafe  may  be,  and  of  the  Rents,  Produces,  and  Interefls  of  any  real  or  perfonal 
‘  Eftates  or  Sums  of  Money  charitably  given  to  the  Ufe  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  toge- 

*  ther  with  a  Lift  of  fuch  Donations,  fhall  be  fairly  drawn  out  and  publifhed  annu- 

*  ally  in  the  Gazette ,  or  other  News-papers :  And  the  Managers  of  the  faid  Hofpital 

*  fhall  at  all  Times,  when  required,  fubmit  the  Books,  Accounts,  Affairs,  and  CEco- 
€  nomy  thereof,  to  the  Infpedtion  and  free  Examination  of  fuch  Yifitors  as  may  from 
€  Time  to  Time  be  appointed  by  the  Affembly  of  this  Province,  to  vifit  and  infpcd 
f  the  fame. 

*  Provided  always,  and  it  is  hereby  further  ena&ecPby  the  Authority  afore- 

*  faid,  That  if  at  any  Time  hereafter,  there  fhould  not  be  a  conftant  Succeffion  of 

*  Contributors  to  meet  yearly  and  chufe  Managers  as  aforefaid,  then  the  faid  Hofpi- 

*  tal,  and  the  Eftate  and  Affairs  thereof,  fhall  be  in  the  Management,  and  under 

*  the  Direction  of  fuch  Perfons  as  fhall  be  from  Time  to  Time  appointed  by  Abb  of 
f  General  Affembly  of  this  Province  for  that  Purpofe/ 


As  foon  as  the  Law  was  publifhed,  the  Promoters  of  the  Defign  fet  on  Foot  a 
Subfcription,  which  in  a  lhort  Time  amounted  to  confiderable  more  than  the  Sum 
required  by  the  A£t.  And  on  the  Firft  of  the  Month  called  July,  1751,  a  Majo¬ 
rity  of  the  Contributors  met  at  the  State-Houfe  in  Philadelphia ,  and  purfuant  to 
the  A<5t  chofe  by  Ballot  twelve  Managers,  and  a  Treafurer,  viz.

The  Managers  met  foon  after  the  Choice,  and  viewed  feveralSpots  of  Ground 
in  and  near  the  City,  which  were  thought  fuitable  to  erecff  Buildings  on  for  this  Pur- 
pole  *  and  agreeing  in  Judgment,  that  one  particular  Lot,  belonging  to  the  Proprie¬ 
taries,  would  fuit  as  well  or  better  than  any  other,  they  drew  up  the  following  rc~ 
fpedlful  Addrefs,  and  fent  it  (with  the  following  Letter)  to  Thomas  Hyam ,  and  SyT 
vanus  Sevan ,  to  be  prefented  by  them  to  the  Proprietaries.  And  that  it  may  be  feen 
at  one  View,  what  has  been  hitherto  done  in  that  Affair,  it  is  thought  proper  to  add 
the  Anfwers  the  Managers  received  from  their  Agents,  and  other  Papers  relative 
thereto.

IT  hath  been  long  obferved ,  that  this  your  Province ,  remarkable  for  the  Goodnefs  of  its 
Conjlitution ,  Laws  and  Government ,  Advantages ,  j£/  deficient,  of 

a  common  Hofpital  or  Infirmary ,  the  Relief  of  fuch  Poor  as  are  affliHed  with  curable 

Difeafes .  ... 

TO  £7 £00^  People  here ,  /<?  fupply  this  Defell ,  0#/  0/  ^  charitable  Regard 

for  their  Fellow- creatures,  have  voluntarily  fubferibed ,  and  are  fill  fubferibing,  large 
Sums  towards  a  Stock  for  the  Support  of  fuch  an  Hofpital :  And  the  General  AJfembly 
being  petitioned  by  a  Number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  all  Ranks  and  Denominations,  have 
paffed  an  Alt  to  encourage  the  fame ,  and  granted  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  for  the 
Founding ,  Building,  and  Furnifhing  thereof.  f  ,  ' 

IN  Purfuance  of  that  AH,  we  the  Subfcribers  were,  on  the  firft  of  this  Inftant, 
chofen  by  the  Contributors  to  be  Managers  of  the  faid  Hofpital,  and  think  it  our  Duty  to 
take  this  firft  Opportunity  of  laying  the  Affair  before  our  Proprietaries ,  in  humble  Con - 
fidence  that  fo  good  and  pious  an  Undertaking  will  not  fail  of  their  Approbation  ;  hoping 
withal,  from  the  accufiomed  Bounty  of  the  Proprietary  Family,  in  encouraging  former 
Defigns  of  publick  Utility  to  the  People  of  their  Province,  the  prefent  will  alfo  receive 
their  kind  Affiftance  \  and  as  private  Perfons  raife  a  Stock  to  fupport  the  Hofpital,  and 
the  Affembly  build  the  Houfe,  fo  (that  all  concerned  in  the  Province  may  fhare  in  the  Ho¬ 
nour,  Merit  and  Pleafure  of  promoting  fo  good  a  IVork )  the  Proprietaries  will  be  pleafed 
to  favour  us  with  the  Grant  of  a  Piece  of  Ground  for  the  Buildings,  and  their  neceffary 
Accommodations. 

IF  any  Thing  fhould  occur  to  the  Proprietaries,  that  they  may  think  of  Service  with 
refpeft  to  the  Management  or  Rules  of  the  Hofpital,  we  fhould  be  obliged  to  them  for 
their  Sentiments,  being  defirous  that  what  falls  within  our  Duty ,  may  be  done  to  the 
great  eft  Advantage  for  the  Publick .

6  X  this  Application  to  you,  and  we  hope  the  Opportunity  of  exerting  your  Ten- 
6  dernefs  to  the  Afflicked  and  Diftreffed,  will  be  fo  acceptable,  as  to  render  any  Apo- 
4  logy  unneceffary  for  our  Freedom  in  requeuing  your  Friendfhip  in  delivering  and  fol- 
*  licking  the  Addrels  we  herewith  fend  to  our  Proprietaries,  Thomas  and  Richard 
4  Penn. 

‘The  Circumftances  of  this  Province  have,  in  a  few  Years  pad,  been  much  al- 
c  ter’d,  by  the  Addition  of  a  great  Number  of  Perfons  who  arrive  here  from  feveral 
4  Parts  of  Europe ,  many  of  whom  are  poor,  and  fettle  in  remote  Parts  of  the  Coun- 
4  try,  where  fuitable  Provifion  cannot  be  made  for  their  Relief  from  the  various  Dif- 
4  orders  of  Body  and  Mind  fome  of  them  labour  under  •,  the  Confideration  of  which. 
4  hath  lately  rais’d  in  many  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  City  a  benevolent  Concern,  and 
4  engaged  them  to  apply  for  the  Afliftance  of  the  Legiflature,  by  whom  a  Law  is  paL 
4  fed,  and  fome  Provifion  made  out  of  the  Provincial  Treafury  for  the  Erecking  a 
4  publick  Hofpital  or  Infirmary,  under  the  Direction  of  a  Corporation,  by  whom  wc 
4  have  lately  been  decked  the  Managers  ;  but  as  the  publick  Funds  are  not  fufficient  to 
4  anfwer  the  Expence  of  endowing  it,  a  charitable  Subfcription  for  that  Purpofe  hath 
4  been  propos’d  and  begun  with  good  Succefs.  TheNeceffity  and  Advantages  of  this 
4  Inflitution.  are  fo  apparent,  that  Perfons  of  all  Ranks  unite  very  heartily  in  promoting 
4  it ;  and  as  feveral  of  our  molt  eminent  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  have  freely  offered. 
4  their  Service  for  fome  Years,  we  have  good  Grounds  to  expeck  that  this  Under* 
4  taking  may  be  of  general  Service  much  fooner  than  was  at  firk  expecked,  and  that 
4  our  Legiflature  will  foon  make  a  further  Provifion  for  the  Building,  which  we  ap~ 
4  prehend  it  will  be  prudent  to  contrive  and  ereck  in  fuch  Manner,  as  to  admit  of  fuch 
4  Additions  as  the  future  State  of  the  Province  may  require.  The  principal  Dif-* 
4  ficulty  we  now  labour  under,  is  the  Want  of  a  commodious  Lot  of  Ground  in 
4  a  healthy  Situation  ^  for  (tho’  we  have  fo  great  Encouragement  as  we  have  men- 
4  tion’d)  we  cannot  flatter  ourfelves  with  fpeedily  raffing  a  Sum  fufficient  to  enable- 
4  us  to  provide  for  all  other  neceffary  Charges,  and  to  purchafe  a  fuitable  Piece  of 
‘  Ground  fo  near  the  built  Part  of  the  City,  as  the  conkant  Attendance  of  the  Phy- 
4  ficians,  and  other  Conflderations,  will  neceffarily  require  :  We  are  therefore  under  the 
4  Neceffity  of  laying  the  State  of  our  Cafe  before  our  Proprietaries,  and  we  hope  the 
4  fame  Motives  which  have  induced  others,  will  have  due  Weight  with  them  to  pro- 
4  mote  this  good  Work,  and  that  they  will  generoufly  direck  a  Piece  of  Ground  to  be 
4  allotted  for  this  Service. 

4  There  are  feveral  Lots  in  different  Parts  of  this  City  very  fuitable,  but  from 
4  their  Situation,  &c.  are  of  great  Value  for  other  Purpofes*,  we  have  therefore 
4  thought  of  one,  which  is  in  a  Part  of  the  Town  quite  unimproved^  and  where,  in 
4  all  Probability,  there  will  be  the  Conveniency  of  an  open  Air  for  many  Years*,  it  is 
4  the  vacant  Part  of  the  Square  between  the  Ninth  and  Penth-Jlreets  from  Delaware , 
‘  on  the  South  Side  of  Mulberry -ftreety  and  is  396  Feet  Raft  and  JVeft ,  and  360  Feet 
t  North  and  South*  The  Lots  in  this  Part  of  the  City,  have  not  advanced  in  Value 
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4  for  fevcral  Years  pad,  and  are  not  likely  to  be  foon  fettled  ;  fo  that  we  are  in  Hopes, 
‘  if  you  will  favour  us  with  your  Application  for  this  Piece  of  Ground,  you  will  meet 
4  with  no  Difficulty  in  obtaining  it. 

‘The  Intered  of  the  Proprietaries  and  People  are  fo  nearly  cofmedbed,  that  it 
‘  feems  to  us  felf-evident  that  they  mutually  fhare  in  whatever  contributes  to  the  Pro- 
4  fperity  and  Advantage  of  the  Province ;  which  Confideration,  added  to  the  Satisfac- 
‘  tion  arifing  from  A<ds  of  Charity  and  Benevolence,  will,  we  hope,  have  fo  much 
‘  Weight  with  them,  as  to  render  any  other  Argument  fuperfluous  •,  but  as  your  own 
4  Prudence  will  fugged  to  you  the  mod  effe&ual  Method  of  folliciting  this  Addrefs 

*  fuccefsfully,  we  rely  thereon  fo  much,  as  to  think  it  unneceffiary  to  add  any  Thing 
^Tnore  on  this  Occafion,  than  that  your  Friendfhip  therein  will  be  exceedingly  grateful 
‘  to  us,  and  our  Fellow-citizens  in  general ;  and  next  to  obtaining  the  Lot  we  afk 
‘  for,  the  mod  agreeable  Service  you  can  do  us,  is  to  obtain  a  fpeedy  Anfwer  j 
‘  for  the  Promoting  this  Undertaking  appears  to  us  fo  neceffiary,  that  all  concerned 
4  therein  are  unanimous  in  determining  to  prepare  for  the  Building  early  in  the  Spring 

*  next  Year.’

4  \]\J  H  E  R  E  A  S  it  hath  been  reprefented  unto  us,  that  there  is  a  Want 
V  V  in  our  faid  Province  of  a  common  Hofpital  or  Infirmary,  for  the  Relief  of 
4  fuch  Poor  as  are  afflicted  with  curable  Difeafes  ;  and  that  many  of  the  good  In- 
6  habitants  thereof,  to  fupply  that  Defedt,  and  out  of  a  tender  and  charitable  Regard 
4  to  their  Fellow-creatures,  had  voluntarily  fubfcribed,  and  were  (till  fubfcribing,  large 
4  Sums  of  Money,  towards  a  Stock  for  the  Support  of  fuch  an  Hofpital  *,  and  that

.as  declared  their  kind  Intentions  of  aiding  and  affifting  it,  by  granting  a  valuable  T rati  of 
Land ,  in  a  proper  Place ,  for  an  Hofpital ;  all  therefore  that  feems  neceffary  for  us  to 
do,  is  to  convince  our  honourable  Proprietaries,  ,  that  the  Methods  by  which  they  have  pro- 
pofed  to  aid  and  affift  the  Hofpital,  will  by  no  Means  anfwer  thefe  good  Intentions,  but 
are  really  inconfiflent  therewith. 

WE  muft  then  beg  Leave  to  remark  in  the  firfl  Place ,  with  regard  to  the  Charter, 
That  as  the  AH  of  AJfembly  is  undoubtedly  the  beft  Grant  of  Incorporation  that  we  can 
poffibly  have,  and  as  the  Reprefentatives  of  the  Freemen  of  this  Province  have  generoufly 
contributed  towards  the  Defign ,  we  fhould  fail  of  the  Refpe-H  that  is  juftly  due  to  them, 
were  we  to  accept  of  any  other,  without  obtaining  florae  very  great  and  manifeft  Advan¬ 
tage  by  it  *,  but  that  there  are  no  fuch  Advantages  in  the  Charter  propofed ,  is  evident  at 
firft  View  :  On  the  contrary,  we  fhould  by  it  be  confined  to  ftrifier  Limits  than  we  now 
are,  particularly  with  refpeft  to  the  Power  of  making  By-Laws,  and  being  fubjefted  to 
Vifitors  of  the  Proprietaries  Appointment.  But  that  Claufe  which  makes  the  Lot  (and 
of  Conference  the  Building «■  on  it)  revert  to  the  Proprietaries,  on  Failure  of  a  Succeffion 
of  Contributors,  is  fo  weighty  an  Objection,  that  were  there  no  other,  we  could  not  en-

ter  tain  the  leafi  thoughts  of  accepting  the  Charter  \  for  as  the  Sum  allowed  for  Support 
of  the  Hojpital  is  limited ,  we  may  reafonahly  conclude ,  that  in  Time  there  will  ceafe  to  he 
a  Succeffon  of  Contributors ,  and  no  Perfon  can  imagine  that  when  that  happens  to  he  the 
Cafe ,  the  Lot  and  Buildings  ought  to  become  the  private  Property  of  any  Man :  And 
tho ’  the  Adi  of  Affemhly  hath  made  Provifion  in  a  Manner  which  may  he  liable  to  fome 
Inconveniences ,  yet  it  can  fcarce  fail  of  anfwering  the  Purpofes  firjl  intended .  The  Pro¬ 
prietaries  ,  to  he  Jure ,  have  not  attended  to  thefe  Confequences ,  or  they  never  would  have 
propofed  any  Thing  fo  inconfiftent  with  the  Defgn  they  intended  to  promotel 

AS  to  the  Lot  that  the  Proprietaries  defigned  for  the  HofpitaL ,  it  is  fo  fituated ,  and 
fo  circumftanced ,  that  it  will  by  no  Means  he  fuitahle  for  the  Purpofe  ;  it  is  a  moifi 
Piece  of  Ground ,  adjoining  to  the  Brick-yards ,  where  there  are  Ponds  of  ftanding  Heater, 
and  therefore  muft  he  unhealthy ,  and  more  fit  for  a  Burying-place  ( to  which  Ufe  Part  of 
it  is  already  applied)  than  for  any  other  Service  *,  hefides ,  as  it  is  Part  of  a  Square  al¬ 
lotted  by  the  late  honourable  Proprietary  for  pub  lick  Ufes ,  as  the  old  Maps  of  the  City 
will  Jhew ,  our  Fellow-citizens  would  tax  us  with  Injiifiice  to  them ,  if  we  fiooula  accept 
cf  this  Lot  by  a  Grant  from  our  prefent  Proprietaries ,  in  fuch  Terms  as  would  feem  to 
imply  our  a  [fen  ting  to  their  having  a  Right  to  the  Remainder  of  the  Square ,

4  \1\  7  E  now,  on  Behalf  of  the  Contributors  to  the  Pennfylvania  Hofpital,  with 
c'  V  V  much  Gratitude  and  Refpedt,  acknowledge  the  benevolent  Difpofition  you 
*  have  manifefted  by  your  Induftry  and  Care  in  folliciting  our  Addrefs  to  our  Pro- 
4  prietaries ;  and  as  we  are  fully  convinced  nothing  hath  been  wanting  on  your  Parts, 
4  we  fliould  have  been  much  pleafed  that  the  Lot  which  the  Proprietaries  propofed 
for  the  Hofpital*  and  the  Terms  of  their  Grant,  .were  fuch  as  we  defired,  or  could 


accept.. 

4  Immediately  after  the  Receipt  of  your  Letter,  with  the  Copy  of  that 
4  you  had  from  the  Proprietaries,  our  Prefident  waited  on  the  Governor,  who  was  1 
4  pleafed  to  communicate  to  us  the  Inftructions  he  had  received  ;  and  as  the  An- 
4-  lwcr  given  by  the  Proprietaries  to  you,  may  have  induced  you  to  think  they  had 
4  granted  ounRequeft,  we  think  it  neceflary  to  fend  you  a  Copy  of  their  Inftrudlions 
4  to  the  Governor,  after  ferufal  of  which,  and  of  the  few  Remarks  we  have  made 
4  thereon,  we  have  no  Doubt  you  will  approve  of  our  Refolutions  not  to  accept  of 
4  a  Lot  on  thefe  Terms, . 

4  B  e  f  o  r  e  we  agreed  on  the  Addrefs  to  the  Proprietaries,  we  furvey’d  the  Square 
4  (of  which  the  Lot  propofed  by  them  is  a  Part)  and  the  Situation  appeared  to  us 
4  in  every  Refpedt  inconvenient  .and  unfuitable  for  our  Purpofe  :  It  is  contiguous  to 
4  the  Brick-makers  Grounds,  from  which  the  City  hath  been  furnifhed  with  Bricks 
4  above  Forty  Years  paft,  fo  that  their  large  Ponds  being  continually  filled  with 
4  ftanding  Water,  renders  the  Neighbourhood  unhealthy,  and  of  courfe  abfolutely 
4  improper  for  our  Purpofe,  which  is  to  reftore  the  Sick  to  Health  ;  and  the  only  . 
4  proper  Ufe  of  that  Square  will  be  for  a  Burying-ground,  to  which  Service  fome 
4  Part  of  it  hath  been  applied  by  a  Grant  from  the  Proprietaries  *,  and  the  Diftatis- 
‘  fa&ion  which  appeared,  and  ftill  Tubfifts  among  our  Fellow-citizens,  on  the  Pro- 

4  prietaries; 
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‘  prietaries  claiming  a  Right  to  make  that  Grant  is  fo  great,  that  if  there  were  no 
‘  other  Objection,  we  would  not  run  the  Rifque  of  encreafing  it, 

6  W  e  (till  think  that  the  Lot  we  firft  mentioned  is  more  fuitable  for  us  than  any 
c  other  fo  near  the  City,  and  of  fo  fmall  Value,  and  we  are  not  entirely  without  Hopes 

*  that  the  Proprietaries,  who  have  fo  fully  declared  their  Approbation  of  our  Defign, 
‘  will  (till  grant  the  fame  to  us  ;  we  are  allured,  if  they  regard  their  own  Intereft  in  the 
‘  AfFe&ions  of  the  People,  or  even  attend  to  the  Juftice  of  their  concurring  in  the 
‘  Promoting  of  every  Scheme  calculated  for  the  Publick  Utility  of  their  Province, 
‘  they  will  chearfully  grant  it  to  us  :  And  if  you  fliould  entertain  the  fame  Senti- 

*  ments,  we  requeft  you  to  renew  your  Sollicitations  to  them,  and  if  you  find  them 
‘  {till  unwilling  to  favour  our  Requeft,  we  fhould  be  pleafed  to  know  whether  they

‘  Work,  and  that  it  will  foon  become  of  general  Service  to  the  People  of  this  Pro' 
4  vince. 

‘The  kind  Manner  in  which  you  have  chearfully  engaged  to  ferve  us,  gives  us 

*  Reafon  to  think  you  will  approve  of  our  writing  to  you  with  fo  much  Freedom, 
‘  we  {hall  not  therefore  offer  . any  Apology  for  it.’

. —  WE  attended  your  Proprietary,  Thomas  Penn,  Efquire ,  and prefent ed 

to  him  your  Remarks  on  the  Grant  of  Land  made  by  him  and  his  Brother  Richard  to 
your  Society  ( dated  the  Eighth  ofQSt ober,  iy$i)  and  requejled  inftead  thereof  that  Spot 

which 
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which  your  Memorial  mentioned,  and  dejired  might  be  granted  for  the  intended  Hofpital  •, 
he  perufed  the  Remarks ,  and  made  Objections  to  them ,  alledging  that  the  Ground  which  you 
defined  was  contiguous  to  that  which  they  have  offered ,  confequently  no  Difference  in  the 
Healthinefs  thereof.  And  as  to  the  Remark  againft  its  reverting  to  the  Proprietaries ,  he 
•very  readily  declared  nothing  more  was  intended  by  the  Claufe  in  the  Grant ,  than  that  pro¬ 
vided  the  Scheme  for  the  Eftablifhment  and  Continuance  of  the  Hofpital  Jhould  not  fucceed, 
either  for  want  of  the  Sum  propofed  to  be  raifed  as  a  Fund ,  or  through  any  other  Caufe , 
that  then  the  Ground  fhould  revert ,  &c.  but  as  to  the  Erections  thereon ,  they  Jhould  be  at 
the  Managers  Difpofal.  We  defir cd  his  Anfwer  in  Writing,  but  he  refufed  the  Giving  it 
in  that  Manner,  and  added,  the  Governor  Jhould  have  the  neceffary  Infractions  on  the  Af¬ 
fair,  unto  whom  you  might  apply  concerning  it.  On  the  whole,  he  came  to  this  Refolution, 
not  to  make  any  Alteration  in  what  was  before  granted,  nor  to  lett  or  fell  the  Spot  of 
Ground  you  pitch  upon;,  and  therefore  we  are  of  Opinion,  you  fhould  either  accept  the  Pro¬ 
prietary* s  Offer,  with  the  Claufe  relating  to  the  reverting  to  them  being  explained,  or  elfe 
to  fix  on  fome  other  Piece  of  Ground.  And  if  there  is  no  other  Objection  than  the  J mall 
Diftance  of  a  Mile  to  the  Place  which  one  of  the  Contributors  hath  offered  to  give  you , 
may  not  that  be  more  fit  for  an  Hofpital  or  Infirmary ,  than  to  have  it  in  the  City ,  where 
infectious  Difeafes  may  be  much  more  liable  to  Jpread.  We  obferve,  with  Pleafure ,  the

e  \  M  O  N  G  all  the  innumerable  Species  of  Animals  which  inhabit  the  Air, 

«  Earth  and  Water,  fo  exceedingly  different  in  their  Production,  their  Proper- 

4  ties,  and  the  Manner  of  their  Exiftence,  and  fo  varied  in  Form,  that  even  of  the 

*  fame  Kind,  it  can  fcarce  be  faid  there  are  two  Individuals  in  all  RefpeCts  alike  ;  it 
4  is  remarkable  there  are  none  within  our  Obfervation  diftinguifhed  from  the  reft  by 
4  this  Particular,  that  they  are  by  Nature  incapable  of  Difeafes.  The  old  Poets, 

4  how  extravagant  foever  in  their  Fictions,  durft  never  offend  fo  far  againft  Nature 

*  and  Probability,  as  even  to  feign  fuch  a  Thing ;  and  therefore,  tho’  they  made 
4  their  Achilles  invulnerable  from  Head  to  Foot,  and  clad  him  befide  in  impenetrable 
4  Armour,  forg’d  by  the  Immortals,  they  were  obliged  to  leave  one  foft  unguarded 
4  Place  in  his  Heel,  how  fmall  foever,  for  DeftruCtion  to  enter  at. — But  tho’  every 
4  Animal  that  hath  Life  is  liable  to  Death,  Man,  of  all  other  Creatures,  has  the 
4  greateft  Number  of  Difeafes  to  his  Share;  whether  they  are  the  EffeCts  of  our  In- 
4  temperance  and  Vice,  or  are  given  us,  that  we  may  have  a  greater  Opportunity  of 
4  exercifing  towards  each  other  that  Virtue,  which  moft  of  all  recommends  us  to 
4  the  Deity,  I  mean  Charity. 

4  The  great  Author  of  our  Faith,  whofe  Life  fhould  be  the  conftant  ObjeCf  of 
4  our  Imitation,  as  far  as  it  is  not  inimitable,  always  fhew’d  the  greateft  Companion 
4  and  Regard  for  the  Sick  ;  he  difdain’d  not  to  vifit  and  adminifter  Comfort  and 
4  Health  to  the  meaneft  of  the  People  ;  and  he  frequently  inculcated  the  fame  Dif- 
4  pofition  in  his  DoCtrine  and  Precepts  to  his  Difciples.  For  this  one  Thing  (in  that 
4  beautiful  Parable  of  the  Traveller  wounded  by  Thieves)  the  Samaritan .  (who  was 
4  efteemed  no  better  than  a  Heretick  or  Infidel  by  the  Orthodox  of  thole  Times) 

4  is  preferred  to  the  Prieft  and  the  Levite ,  becaufe  he  did  not,  like  them,  pafs  by  re- 
4  gardlefs  of  the  Diftrefs  of  his  Brother  Mortal,  but  when  he  came  to  the  Place 

4  where  the  half-dead  Traveller  lay,  he  had  Companion  on  him ,  and  went  to  him,  and 

4  bound  up  his  Wounds ,  pouring  in  Oil  and  Wine ,  and  fet  him  on  his  own  Beaft ,  and  • 
4  brought  him  to  an  Inn ,  and  took  Care  of  him.— Dives',  alfo,  the  rich  Man,  is  repre- 
4  fented  as  being  excluded  from  the  Happinefs  of  Heaven,  becaufe  he  fared  fump- 
4  tuoufiy  every  Day,  and  had  Plenty  of  all  Things,  and  yet  negleCted  to  comfort 
4  and  affift  his  poor  Neighbour,  who  was  helplefs,  and  full  of  Sores ,  and  might 
4  perhaps  have  been  revived  and  reftored  with  fmall  Care,  by  the  Crumbs  that  fell 
4  from  his  "Table ,  or,  as  we  fay,  with  his  loofe  Corns.— I  was  fick ,  and  ye  vifited  me,  is 
4  one  of  the  Terms  of  Admiffion  into  Blils,  and  the  Contrary,  a  Caufe  of  Exclufion: 

4  That  is,  as  our  Saviour  himfelf  explains  it,  Te  have  vifited ,  or  ye  have  not  vifited , 

4  ajfified  and  comforted  thofe  who  food  in  need  oj  it ,  even  tho *  they  were  the  leaf,  or 

*  meanefi  of  Mankind .  This  Branch  of  Charity  feems  efiential  to  the  true  Spirit  of 

4  Chriftianity, 
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«  Chriftianity,  and  fhould  be  extended  to  all  in  General,  whether  Deferving  or  Un- 
4  deferving,  as  far  as  our  Power  reaches.  Of  the  ten  Lepers  who  were  cleanfed, 
‘  nine  feem  to  have  been  much  more  unworthy  than  the  Tenth,  yet,  in  refpedt  to  the 
«  Cure  of  their  Difeale,  they  equally  fhared  the  Goodnefs  of  G  O  D.  And  the 
«  great  Phyfician  in  fending  forth  his  Difciples,  always  gave  them  a  particular  Charge, 

*  that  into  whatsoever  City  they  entered ,  they  Jhould  heal  all  the  Sick ,  without  Diftinc- 
4  tion. 

4  When  the  good  Samaritan  left  his  Patient  at  the  Inn,  he  gave  Money  to  the 
4  Heft ,  and faid,  take  Care  of  him ,  and  what  thou  fpendeft  more,  I  will  repay  thee .  We 

*  are  in  this  World  mutual  Hods  to  each  other  ;  the  Circumftances  and  Fortunes  of 
Men  and  Families  are  continually  changing  •,  in  the  Courfe  of  a  few  Years  we  have 

4  feen  the  Rich  become  Poor,  and  the  Poor  Rich;  the  Children  of  the  Wealthy  lan- 
4  guifhing  in  Want  and  Mifery,  and  thofe  of  their  Servants  lifted  into  Eftates,  and 
4  abounding  in  the  good  Things  of  this  Life.  Since  then  our  prefent  State,  how 
4  profperous  foever,  hath  no  Stability,  but  what  depends  on  the  good  Providence  of 
4  G  O  D,  how  careful  fhould  we  be  not  to  harden  our  Hearts  againft  the  Diftreffes  of 
4  our  Fellow  Creatures,  left  he  who  owns  and  governs  All,  fhould  punifti  our  Inhu- 
4  manity,  deprive  us  of  a  Stewardfhip  in  which  we  have  fo  unworthily  behaved, 
4  laugh  at  our  Calamity ,  and  mock  when  our  Fear  cometh.  Methinks  when  Objects  of 
4  Charity,  and  Opportunities  of  relieving  them,  prefent  themfelves,  we  fhould  hear 
4  the  Voice  of  this  Samaritan ,  as  if  it  were  the  Voice  of  G  O  D  founding  in  our  Ears., 
4  Fake  Care  of  them ,  and  what  foever  thou  fpendeft ,  I  will  repay  thee . 

‘But  the  Good  particular  Men  may  do  feparately  in  relieving  the  Sick,  is  final!, 
4  compared  with  what  they  may  do  colledtively,  or  by  a  joint  Endeavour  and  Interefh 
4  Hence  the  Eredting  of  Hofpitals  or  Infirmaries  by  Subfcription,  for  the  Reception, 
4  Entertainment,  and  Cure  of  the  Sick  Poor,  has  been  found  by  Experience  exceed- 
4  ingly  beneficial,  as  they  turn  out  annually  great  Numbers  of  Patients  perfe&ly 
4  cured,  who  might  otherwise  have  been  loft  to  their  Families,  and  to  Society. 
4  Hence  Infirmaries  fpread  more  and  more  in  Europe ,  new  Ones  being  continually 
4  eredted  in  large  Cities  and  populous  Towns,  where  generally  the  moft  fkilful  Phy- 
4  ficians  and  Surgeons  inhabit.  And  the  Subfcribers  have  had  the  Satisfaction  in  a 
4  few  Years  of  feeing  the  Good  they  propofed  to  do,  become  much  more  extenfive 
4  than  was  at  firft  expedled ;  for  the  Multitude  and  Variety  of  Cafes  continually 
4  treated  in  thofe  Infirmaries,  not  only  render  the  Phyfieians  and  Surgeons  who  at- 
4  tend  them,  ftill  more  expert  and  fkilful,  for  the  Benefit  of  others,  but  afford  fuch 
4  fpeedy  and  effectual  Inftrudtion  to  the  young  Students  of  both  Profeffions,  who 
4  come  from  different  and  remote  Parts  of  the  Country  for  Improvement,  that  they 
4  return  with  a  more  ample  Stock  of  Knowledge  in  their  Art,  and  become  Bleftings 
4  to  the  Neighbourhoods  in  which  they  fix  their  Refidence. 

4  I  t  is  therefore  a  great  Pleafure  to  all  the  Benevolent  and  Charitable,  who  have 
4  been  acquainted  with  thefe  Things  in  other  Countries,  to  obferve,  that  an  Inftitu- 
4  tion  of  the  fame  Kind  has  met  with  fuch  Encouragement  in  Pennfylvania ,  and  is  in 
4  fuch  Forwardnefs,  that  there  is  Reafon  to  expeCt  it  may  be  carried  into  Execution 
4  the  enfuing  Year.  May  the  Father  of  Mercies  grant  it  his  Blefting,  and  Thoufands 
4  of  our  unhappy  Fellow  Creatures,  yet  unborn,  will  have  caufe  to  blefs  him,  for  put- 
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ting  it  into  the  Hearts  of  the  generous  Contributors,  and  enabling  them  thus  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  their  Relief.’

T  H I S  Motto,  taken  from  a  Pagan  Author,  exprefles  the  general  Senfe  of 
Mankind,  even  in  the  earlieft  Ages,  concerning  that  great  Duty  and  exten- 
five  Charity,  the  adminiftring  Comfort  and  Relief  to  the  Sick.  If  Men,  without 
any  other  Afliftance  than  the  Dilates  of  natural  Reafon,  had  fo  high  an  Opinion 
of  it,  what  may  be  expe&ed  from  Chriftians,  to  whom  it  has  been  fo  warmly  re¬ 
commended  by  the  beft  Example  of  human  Condu6t.  To  vifit  the  Sick,  to  feed 
the  Hungry,  to  clothe  the  Naked,  and  comfort  the  Afflicted,  are  the  infeparable 
Duties  of  a  Chriftian  Life.  ' 

4  Accordingly  ’tis  obfervable,  that  the  Chriftian  Dodfrine  hath  had  a  real 
Effedton  the  Condudl  of  Mankind,  which  the  mere  Knowledge  of  Duty,  without 
the  Sanctions  Revelation  affords,  never  produced  among  the  Heathens :  For  Hi- 
ftory  fhows,  that  from  the  earlieft  Times  of  Chriftianity,  in  all  well  regulated 
States  where  Chriftians  obtained  fufftcient  Influence,  publick  Funds  and  private 
Charities  have  been  appropriated  to  the  Building  of  Hofpitals,  for  receiving,  fup- 
porting,  and  curing  thofe  unhappy  Creatures,  whofe  Poverty  is  aggravated  by  the 
additional  Load  of  bodily  Pain.  But  of  thefe  Kind  of  Inftitutions  among  the 
Pagans,  there  is  no  Trace  in  the  Hiftory  of  their  Times. 

4  That  good  Prince  Edward  VI.  was  fo  affedfed  at  the  Miferies  of  his  poor 
difeafed  Subjedls,  reprefented  in  a  Charity  Sermon  preach’d  to  him  on  the  Occa- 
fion,  that  he  foon  after  laid  the  Foundation  of  four  of  the  largeft  Hofpitals  now 
in  London ,  which  the  Citizens  finifned,  and  have  ever  fince  maintain’d. 

5  In  Hide-park ,  at  Bath ,  in  Edinburgh ,  Liverpool ,  Winchefter ,  and  in  the  County 
of  Devon ,  and  fundry  other  Places  in  Great -Britain^  large  and  commodious  In¬ 
firmaries  have  been  lately  eredted,  from  trifling  Beginnings  of  private  Charities : 
And  fo  wonderfully  does  Providence  favour  thefe  pious  Inftitutions,  that  there  is 
not  an  Inftance  of  any  One’s  failing  for  want  of  neceffary  charitable  Contributions.  *

1  In  the  Year  1740,  on  the  Promotion  of  Dr.  Gilbert ,  Dean  of  this  Church,  to  the  Bifhoprick  of 
Landajf \  his  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  confer  the  Deanery  on  Dr.  Alured  Clarket  who  was  inftalled  in 
the  Month  of  January ,  in  that  Year  ;  and  if  we  may  be  allowed  to  judge  from  the  pious  Ads  he 
began  with  in  that  Station,  a  more  worthy  Man  could  not  have  been  preferr’d  thereto. 

‘  The  Houfe,  an  ancient  Building,  belonging  to  that  Dignity,  had,  thro’  the  Remiffnefs  of  its 
former  PoffeiTors,  been  too  long  negleded  ;  wherefore  his  hrlt  Work  was  to  fet  about  altering  and 
repairing  that,  which  he  did  within  nine  Months  of  his  Inftalmenr,  at  an  Expence  of  about  Eight 
Hundred  Pounds. 

*  Before  this  w-as  perfeded,  viz.  in  the  Spring  1741,  ho  drew  up  and  publifhed  Propofals  for  found¬ 
ing  an  Hofpital  in  this  City,  for  lodging,  dieting,  and  curing  the  Tick  and  lame  Poor  thereof,  and  of 
the  County  of  Devon,  on  the  like  Plan  of  that  which  he  had  before  founded  at  Winchejler ,  for  the 
Benefit  of  that  City,  and  County  of  Hants.  A  Defign  fo  good,  recommended  by  the  pious  Elo¬ 
quence  of  a  Divine  fo  learned  and  judicious,  on  Views  fo  vifibly  difmterefted,  and  fo  clearly  ab*

‘The  Increafe  of  poor  difeafed  Foreigners  and  others,  fettled  in  the  diftant  Parts 
4  of  this  Province,  where  regular  Advice  and  Affiftance  cannot  be  procured,  but  at 

*  an  Expence  that  neither  they  nor  their  Townfhips  can  afford,  has  waken’d  the  At- 
'•  tendon  of  fundry  humane  and  well  difpofed  Minds,  to  procure  fome  more  certain, 

*  effectual  and  eafy  Methods  for  their  Relief  than  have  hitherto  been  provided  *,  and 
4  having  reprefented  the  Affair  to  the  Affembly,  a  Law  was  paffed,  without  one 
4  diffenting  Voice,  giving  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  for  building  and  furnifhing  a  Pro- 
4  vincial  Hofpital,  on  Condition  that  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  more  fhould  be  raifed 

*  by  private  Donations,  to  be  put  out  to  Intereft  as  Part  of  a  perpetual  Fund  for 
4  fupporting  it ;  and  the  Contributors  were  made  a  Body  Corporate,  with  all  the  Pow~ 
4  ers  neceffary  on  the  Occafion.  Since  which,  People  of  all  Ranks  in  this  City  have 
4  united  zealoufly  and  heartily  in  promoting  this  pious  and  excellent  Defign,  and 
4  more  than  the  Sum  ftipulated  was  fubferibed  in  a  few  Days  only,  and  a  much  larger 
4  Sum  will  probably  be  raifed  here,  if  the  Country  chearfully  contributes  to  the  Capi- 

*  tal  Stock,  which  ’tis  not  to  be  doubted  they  will  do,  when  they  confider  how, 
4  much  they  are  interefted  in  it. 

4  The  Difference  between  nurfing  and  curing  the  Sick  in  an  Hofpital,  and  fepa- 
4  rately  in  private  Lodgings,  with  Regard  to  the  Expence,  is  at  leaft  as  ten  to  one. 
4  For  Inftance,  fuppofe  a  Perfon  under  the  Neceffity  of  having  a  Limb  amputated, 
4  he  muff  have  the  conftant  Attendance  of  a  Nurfe,  a  Room,  Fire,  &c.  which  can- 
4  not  for  the  firft  three  or  four  Weeks  be  procured  at  lefs  Expence  than  Fifteen  Shil - 
4  lings  a  Week,  and  never  after  at  lefs  than  Ten:  If  he  continues  two  Months,  his 

*  Nurfing  will  be  Five  Pounds ,  his  Surgeon’s  Fee,  and  other  accidental  Charges, 
4  commonly  amounts  to  Three  Pounds ,  in  the  whole  near  Ten  Pounds  ;  whereas  in  an 
4  Hofpital,  one  Nurfe,  one  Fire,  will  be  fufficient  for  ten  Patients,  the  Extra 

*  Expences  will  be  inconfiderable,  and  the  Surgeons  Fees  taken  off,  which  will  bring 
4  the  above  Calculation  within  the  Limits  of  Truth. 

4  But  the  Difference  with  regard  to  the  unhappy  Sufferer  is  ftill  greater.  In  an 
4  Hofpital  his  Cafe  will  be  treated  according  to  the  beft  Rules  of  Art,  by  Men  of 
4  Experience  and  known  Abilities  in  their  Profeffion.  His  Lodgings  will  be  com- 
4  modious,  clean  and  neat,  in  an  healthy  and  open  Situation,  his  Diet  will  be  well 
4  chofen,  and  properly  adminiftred  :  He  will  have  many  other  neceffary  Convenien-

f  drafted  from  all  Party  Schemes  or  Intentions,  met  with  the  general  Applanfe  and  Affiftance  of  the 
‘  Gentry  and  Clergy  of  all  Parties,  Se&s  ai?.d  Denominations  j  who,  however  different  in  Religion 
‘  and  Politicks,  unanimoufly  join’d  in  this  pious  Undertaking  :  And  a  Subfcription  being  opened  iri 

*  March ,  hath  already  (November,  1741^  brought  in  about  Tnvo  Thoufand  Pounds,  of  which  near  Fif~ 

*  teen  Hundred  Pounds  are  annual  Engagements,  which,  ’tis  highly  probable,  will  be  not  only  conti  -

*  vided  for.  John  Tuckfield ,  of  Raddon ,  Efq;  was  pleafed  to  accommodate  the  Governors  with  a  Plot

*  Hundred  Pounds  towards  carrying  on  the  Building  for  the  intended  Hofpital,  the  Plan  of  which  was

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6  ces  for  his  Relief,  fuch  as  hot  and  cold  Baths,  Sweating-rooms,  Chirurgic  Ma- 
4  chines,  Bandage,  (Sc.  which  can  rarely  be  procured  in  the  bed  private  Lodgings, 
4  much  lefs  in  thofe  miferable  loathfome  Holes,  which  are  the  common  Receptacles 
£  of  the  difeafed  Poor  that  are  brought  to  this  City.— -In  fhort,  a  Beggar,  in  a  well 
4  regulated  Hofpital,  flands  an  equal  Chance  with  a  Prince  in  his  Palace  for  a  com- 
4  fortable  Subfiflence,  and  an  expeditious  and  effectual  Cure  of  his  Difeafes. 

c  It  is  hoped  therefore,  that  whoever  will  maturely  confider  the  ineftimable 
c  Bleflings  that  are  connected  to  a  proper  Execution  of  the  prelent  Hofpital  Scheme 
s  in  this  City,  can  never  be  fo  void  of  Humanity,  and  the  efiential  Duties  of  Re- 
6  ligion,  as  to  turn  a  deaf  Ear  to  the  numberlefs  Cries  of  the  Poor  and  Needy,  and 

4  refufe,  for  their  Afiiflance,  a  little  of  that  Superfluity*  which  a  bountiful  Provi- 

*  dence  has  fo  liberally  bellowed  on  them/

O  n  the  Sixteenth  of  Auguft  it  being  made  appear,  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  AfTem- 
bly,  that  the  Contributions  amounted  to  upwards  of  Two  Thoufand  Pounds ,  an  Order 
was  obtained  for  the  Two  Thoufand  Pounds  that  had  been  conditionally  granted,  by  the 
Adi,  One  Thoufand  Pounds  to  be  paid  immediately,  the  other  in  Twelve  Months ; 
The  Money,  when  received,  was  lett  out  at  Interefl  on  good  Security,  that  it  might 
be  improving  till  k  fhould  be  wanted  for  the  Building,  which  the  Managers  were 
obliged  to  poflpone  till  a  Piece  of  Ground  could  be  obtained  that  would  afford  fuf- 
ficient  Room  in  an  airy,  healthy  Situation,  and  yet  fo  nigh  the  built  Streets  of  the 
City,  as  that  the  Managers,  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  might  readily  and  conveniently 
vifit  the  Houfe  on  every  Occafion.  But  that  fome  Good  might  be  doing  in  the 
mean  Time,  the  Managers  concluded  to  hire  a  Houfe,  and  take  in  fome  Patients  for  a 
Beginning  •,  but  fome  Doubts  arifing  concerning  the  Power  and  Duty  of  the  Managers* 
a  general  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  was  called  to  fettle  the  fame,  and  the  following 
Law  was  paffed  for  thofe  and  other  Purpofes,  viz.

*  the  Relief  of  the  Sick  Poor  of  this  Province ,  and  for  the  Reception  and 

*  Curs  of  Lunatic ks,  the  Contributors  to  the  faid  Hofpital  are  made  a  Body  Corpo- 

*  rate,  and  impowered  to  meet,  and  to  make  fuch  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  as 

*  fhall  appear  to  them  the  faid  Contributors  met,  or  the  major  Part  of  them,  to  be 
‘  good,  uieful  and  neceffary,  for  the  well  governing  and  regulating  the  faid  Hofpital, 
s  and  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Elections  of  Managers,  a  Treafurer,  and  other  ne- 
4  ceffary  Officers  and  Minifters  thereof,  arid  for  limiting  and  appointing  their  Num- 
c  ber,  Trufl  and  Authority. 

4  And  whereas,  in  Purfuance  of  the  faid  Law,  the  Contributors  have  met,  and

4  fixing,  the  Seal  of  the  Corporation,  which  Seal  fhall  be  made  nearly  agreeable  to  the 
4  Form  or  Draught  hereunto  annexed  ♦,  and  they  fhall  fettle  the  Accounts  with  the 
4  Treafurer  from  Time  to  Time,  and  take  Care  that  all  Laws,  Rules  and  Orders 
4  made  by  the  Contributors,  and  legally  approved,  be  duly  and  faithfully  executed  ; 
4  for  all  which,  or  any  other  Services  relating  to  the  Hofpital,  they  fhall  not  claim, 
4  receive,  or  retain,  any  Fee,  Gratuity  or  Reward  whatfoever. 

4  And  for  the  more  orderly  Execution  of  their  Duty  and  Trufl,  the  Managers 
4  are  hereby  required  to  meet  at  leaft  once  a  Month  at  the  Hofpital,  or  fome  other 
4  fit  Place  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia ,  to  confer  and  conclude  concerning  the  Mat- 
4  ters  hereby  committed  to  them  ;  and  fhall  caufe  fair  Minutes  of  their  Proceedings 
4  to  be  kept  by  their  Clerk,  in  a  Book  to  be  provided  for  that  Purpofe :  In  every 
4  of  which  Meetings  of  the  Managers  aforefaid,  eight  of  their  Number  met  fhall 
4  be  a  Quorum,  capable  to  confult,  confer  and  conclude  of  and  upon  all  Matters 
4  appertaining  to  their  Trufl,  according  to  the  aforefaid  Act  of  Affembly,  and  the 
4  Laws  of  this  Corporation  ;  and  whatfoever  feven  of  the  Number  fo  met  fhall  lb 
4  conclude,  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  for  and  as  the  Refolution  of  the  Managers 
4  for  the  Time,  and  accordingly  enter’d  in  their  Minutes.  To  which  Minutes,  and 
4  alfo  to  the  Treafurer’s  Accounts,  all  Perfons  concerned  fhall  have  free  Recourfe  at 
4  all  feafonable  Times; 

4  And  it  is  further  enadted  by  the  Contributors  aforefaid,  that  every  Treafurer 
4  hereafter  chofen  fhall,  before  he  take  upon  himfelf  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  en- 
4  ter  into  an  Obligation,  with  one  fufficient  Surety,  in  double  the  Value  that  doth,  or 
4  probably  may  come  into  his  Hands,  during  the-  Continuance  of  his  Office,  as  near 
4  as  can  be  eflimated  by  the  Managers,  unto  the  Contributors  of  the  Pennfylvania

4  cerning  the  fame,  it  is  hereby  farther  enaCted,  That  the  Place  and  Hour  of  the 
4  Election  fhall  be  appointed  by  the  Managers  of  the  current  Year,  and  notified  by 
^  their  Clerk,  at  leaft  twenty  Days  before  the  Election,  by  printed  Advertifements :

*  gleCt  his  Office  or  Duty  of  Treafurer,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mana-

The  Managers  hired  the  moft  convenient  Houfe  that  could  be  procured,  with 
Gardens,  &c.  agreed  with  a  Matron  to  govern  the  Family,  and  nurfe  the  Sick,  and 
provided  Beds  and  other  neceflary  Furniture*,  and  prepared  the  following  Rules  re- 
fpedting  the  Admiftion  and  Difcharge  of  Patients,  a  Number  of  which  were  printed 
and  difperfed  among  the  Contributors,  viz .  . 

RULES  agreed  to  by  the  Managers  of  the  Pennfylvania  Hofpital ,  for  the  Ad- 

miff  on  and  Difcharge  of  Patients . 

4  Firft ,  A  T  no  Patients  fhall  be  admitted  whofe  Cafes  are  judg’d  incurable,' 

4  X  Lunaticks  excepted ;  nor  any  whofe  Cafes  do  not  require  the  particular 

4  Conveniences  of  an  Hofpital. 

4  Secondly ,  That  no  Perfon,  having  the  Small-pox,  Itch,  or  other  infedtious 
4  Diftempers,  fhall  be  admitted,  until  there  are  proper  Apartments  prepared  for  the 
4  Reception  of  fuch  as  are  aftlidled  with  thofe  Difeafes  *,  and  if  any  fuch  Perfons 
4  fhould  be  inadvertently  admitted,  they  fhall  forthwith  be  difcharged. 

4  Thirdly ,  That  Women  having  young  Children  fhall  not  be  received,  unlefs

4  All  Perfons  employed  in  drawing  up  their  Cafes,  are  defired  to  be  particular  in 
4  enumerating  the  Symptoms,  and  to  mention  the  Patient’s  Age,  Sex,  and  Place  of 
4  Abode,  with  the  Diftance  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia . 

4  Fifthly ,  That  all  Perfons  who  have  thus  obtained  a  Letter  of  Licence  to  be 
4  received  into  the  Hofpital,  muft  be  there  at  the  Time  mentioned  for  their  Re- 
4  ception,  and  bring  with  them  that  Letter,  and  muft  likewife  depofite  in  the  Hands 
4  of  the  Treafurer  fo  much  Money,  or  give  fuch  Security  as  fhali  be  mentioned  in

4  fonabie  Rates  as  they  can  agree  for  ;  and  the  Profits  arifing  from  boarding  and 
4  nurfing  fuch  Patients,  fhali  be  appropriated  to  the  fame  Ufes  as  the  In  tereft- money 
4  of  the  publick  Stock.  Provided  that  no  fuch  Perfons,  under  Pretence  of  coming 

*  to  board  in  the  Hofpital,.  fhali  be  admitted,  unlefs,  on  the  firft  Application 
1  made  on  his  Behalf,  a  Certificate  be  produced  from  the  Overfeer  or  Overfeers  of

giving  Bond,  with  two  fufficient  Sureties,  for  the  faithful  Performance  of  his  Trufh 
— To  pay  for  thefe  Medicines,  which  coft  One  Hundred  Twelve  Pounds ,  Fifteen 
Shillings ,  and  Two  fence  Halfpenny ,  Sterling^  a  Subfcription  was  let  on  Foot  among

From  this  Bounty  the  Managers  have  fiqce  been  enabled  to  furnifh  Medicines  to 
many  poor  Out-patients,  who,  at  their  Requeft,  have  been  kindly  vifited  by  the  Phy- 
Ticians  gratis ,  befides  the  Service  of  them  to  thofe  in  the  Hofpital. 

About  the  Beginning  of  this  Year  twelve  Tin  Boxes  were  provided,  on  which 
were  written  thefe  Words  in  Gold  Letters,  CHARIOT  FOR  THE  HO¬ 
SPITAL.  One  Box  for  each  Manager,  to  be  put  up  in  his  Houfe,  ready  to  re¬ 
ceive  cafual  Benefadlions,  in  Imitation  of  a  good  Cuftom  pradtiled  in  fome  foreign 
Countries,  where  thefe  Kind  of  Boxes  are  frequent  in  Shops,  Stores,  and  other 
Places  of:  Bufinefs,  and  into  which  the  Buyer  and  Seller  (when  different  Prices  are 
propofed)  often  agree  to  throw  the  Difference,  inftead  of  fplitting  it :  In  which  the 
Succefsfui  in  Trade  fometimes  pioufly  depofite  a  Part  of  their  extraordinary  Gains,  and 
Magiftrates  throw  their  petty  Fees  •,  a  Cuftom  worthy  Imitation  !  But  thefe  Boxes 
among  us  have  produced  but  little  for  the  Hofpital  as  yet,  not  through  want' of  Cha¬ 
rity  in  our  People,  but  from  their  being  unacquainted  with  the  Nature  and  Defign  of

ThB.Cnoice  of  the  Sick  to  be  fupported  on  the  pubhek  Stock,  was  confined  to  fuch  only  whofe  Cafes 
could  not  be  healed  properly  m  therr  refpeflive  Habitations,  but  required  the  extraordinary  Conveniences 
and  Advantages  o,  an  Hofpital  ;  amongft  thefe,  feveral,  for  want  of  this  noble  Charity  in  Time  had 
larguilhed  too  long  to  receive  any  other  Advantage  from  it  than  the  Relief  of  their  Poverty,  and  the  Sa- 
tsfaflion  of  being  convinced  they  had  every  Chance  for  Recovery  that  Care  and  Tendernds  could  afford.

From  the  Foregolng^Accounts  it  appears,  That  from  the  Tenth  of  February ; 
1752,  to  the  Twenty-feventh  of  April ,  1754,  which  is  but  about  two  Years  and 
two  Months,  fixty  Perfons,  afflicted  with  various  Diftempers,  have  been  cured,  be- 
Tides  many  others  that  have  received  confiderable  Relief,  both  Irr  and  Out-patients  ; 
and  if  fb  much  Good  has  been  done  by  fo  fmall  a  Number  of  Contributors,  how 
much  more  then  may  reafonably  be  expeCted  from  the  liberal  Aid  and  A  Alliance  of 
the  Well-difpofed  who  hitherto  have  not  join’d  in  the  Undertaking  ?  Experience 
has  more  and  more  convinced  all  concerned,  of  the  great  Ufefulnefs  of  this  Chari¬ 
ty.-— The  careful  Attendance  afforded  to  the  Sick  Poor  ;  the  Neatnefs,  Cleannefs, 
and  Regularity  of  Diet  with  which  they  are  kept  in  the  Hofpital,  are  found  to 
contribute  to  their  Recovery  much  fooner  than  their  own  Manner  of  Living  at 
Home,  and  render  the  Phyfick  they  take  more  effectual.  Here  they  have  the  befi 
Advice,  and  the  beft  Medicines,  which  are  Helps  to  Recovery,  that  many  in  better 
Circumftances  in  different  Parts  of  the  Province  do  not  enjoy.  In  fhort,  there  is 
fcarce  any  one  Kind  of  doing  Good,  which  is  not  hereby  in  fome  Manner  pro¬ 
moted  ;  for  not  only  the  Sick  are  vifited  and  relieved,  but  the  Stranger  is  taken  in, 
the  Ignorant  inftruCted,  and  the  Bad  reclaimed  *  ;  prefen t  Wants  are  fupplied,  and 
the  future  prevented,  and  (by  eafing  poor  Families  of  the  Burthen  of  fupporting 
and  curing  their  Sick)  it  is  alfo  the  Means  of  feeding  the  Hungry,  and  cloathing  the 
Naked. 

It  is  therefore  hoped,  that  by  additional  Benefactions  from  pious  and  benevolent 
Perfons  (an  Account  of  which  will  be  publifhed  yearly  according  to  Law)  this  Cha¬ 
rity  may  be  farther  extended,  fo  as  to  embrace  with  open  Arms  all  the  Sick  Poor 
that  need  the  Relief  it  affords,  and  that  the  Managers  will  not,  in  Time  to  come, 
*  be  under  a  Neceffity,  from  the  Narrownefs  of  the  Funds,  of  refuting  Admittance 
to  any  proper  ObjeCt.  4  It  is  hoped  that  a  deaf  Ear  will  not  be  turn’d  to  the  Cries

It  ought  in  Juftice  to  be  here  obferved,  that  the  Practitioners  have  not  only  gi¬ 
ven  their  Advice  and  Attendance  gratis ,  but  have  made  their  Vifits  with  even  greater 
Afiiduity  and  Conftancy  than  is  fometimes  ufed  to  their  richer  Patients  ;  and  that  the 
Managers  have  attended  their  Monthlv  Boards,  and  the  Committees  the  Vifitations 
of  two  Days  in  every  Week,  with  greater  Readinefs  and  Punctuality  than  has- 
been  ufually  known  in  any  other  publick  Bufinefs,  where  Intereft  was  not  imme¬ 
diately  concerned  ;  owing,  no  Doubt,  to  that  Satisfaction  which  naturally  arifes  in.
